While studying bacterial cultures, 
Tissot declated that he could easily 
transform them-into mold. He said he 
found that he could do the same bas 
with animal vegetable tissues, an 
with samples in ‘hand he began to 

e comparisons ‘which soon as- 
tounded him. The mold of typhoid bac- 
teria was identical with the mold of 
corn. The mold of diphtheria was the 
same as that of barley. The mold of 
‘cholera was no different from that 
of certain mushrooms. 

Thus the original .soyrce of various 
typés of virus was said to be dis- 
covered, and in all caseg they were 
found to be the same.as vegetable and 
animal molds. Even the dreaded can- 
cer_ana tuberculosis share a similar 
beginning, according to Dr, Tissot, and 
he declares that he hag discovered the 
origin and nature of the diseases 
which long have baffled physicians 
the world .over. 

Cancer is due to.a form of abnormal 
vegetation of mold constituting the 
human organism, he asserts. By cul- 
tivating healthy human tissues he was 
able to modify their growth and de- 
velop sarcoma, or, the worst form 
of cancer, which he says he could re- 
produce at will. -By the same means 
he discovered that the tuberculosis 
mold:-was identical with the mold of 
human tissue. This, Tissot agserted, 
was, proof that the development of 
tuberculosis and cancer was sponta- 
neous, although it can be later trans- 
mitted by contamination .to other per- 
sons. It now remains to»discover a; 
means. of preventing,the mold from 
develoging in the huraan iy. 


Tissot asserts that syphilis is not due |, 


to spirilla, but. is;a mold develo 
by the tissues of monkeys and thus 
may be the oldest disease inherited by 
the -human race. Rice mold causes 
amalaria, he asserts, the existence of

-counhtries. He holds that lettuce causes 
measles; potatoes, smallpox and ,the

Few publications have such : high 
warrant as the Co ional. Record. 
The Constitution of the United States 
provides that *‘each House shail keep 


“a journal of its proceedings, and 


es from time to time publish the same, 
9 excepting such parts as may in their 
“judgment require secrecy,” Yes, 
but in modern practice there are other 
parts which are not published, These 
are the things which Senators wish 
they had not said, or said differently. 
After the official-reporters have tran- 
scribed their notes, it is at the option 
of Senators to make such revision ¢s 
they choose. Sometimes the results 
are confusing; sometimes not a little 
absurd. a 

An amusing instance was brought 
out the other day by Senator Reep of 
Pennsylvania. In the course of. the 
debate on the, Italian debt settlement, 
a motion to reconsider was made, and 
Senator Fess moved to lay that motion 

on the table. This brought thunders 
of melodious wrath from. Senator 
Boran. Such a move was intolerable 
in the Senate, It would make an end 
of all, unanimous-consent agreements. 
For -his own part, he had always 
thought that a motion to lay on the 
table 'so as to end debate was.an out- 
rage on the proprieties of the Senate, 
But Senator Reep asked him if he had 
felt that way when a certain voté waa 
taken last March. Mr. Boran em-' 
phatically replied: 

The Senator from Pennsylvania 
may be assured, as the Record will 
show, that I have never sat silent 
when a. motion to table has been 
made. I have always voted against 
the proposition to lay anything upon 
the table.
